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I. Claims 1-24 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over applicants' statement of the prior art for the reasons of record. 

The examiner recognizes that applicants do not acknowledge that that their 
particularly claimed stick preventative agents have been employed In a themnal receiver 
or print assembly. The rejection is predicated on applicants' apparent recognition that 
their particularly claimed compounds were known In the art of anti-stick agents for any 
and all uses requiring slip properties. Use of a known material for its concomitant 
function would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art in the absence of 
unexpected results. If however, applicants state on the record that they were the first to 
discover the stick preventative properties of the aforementioned compounds, this 
rejection will have been overcome. 

■ 2, Claims 1-24 are again provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
of double patenting over claims 1-34 of copending Application No. 10/729,567 for the 
reasons of record. 

This rejection has been maintained since SN 10/729,567 has not yet been 
abandoned.
